Hie 
application hash result is com])ar6d to an auth^tication hash contained in the application 
authentication file. Services t > the application are denied if the application hash and the 
authentication hash do not ma tch. The application identification and authorization 
objects are decoded if the app ication hash and the authentication hash match. The 
decoded application identification and authorization objects are compared to domain 
identification and authorization objects associated with the domain. Services are 
provided to the q)plication if he result of the domain comparison is favorable, and 
services are denied to the app ication if the result of the domain comparison is not 



favorable.
